RECORD EXPORT FIGURES 
British trade prospects íor 1955 are made 


tin. sg by 1934’s record of steadily improving 
trade. Exports last year were the highest 
since 1930. | 


The most impressive feature of the improve- 
ment in trade is the steadiness of the recovery. 
With the single exception of April, every 
month of the past year recorded a better total 
of exports than in 1933 or 1932. The year’s 
figures confirm the view, and trade is 
definitely on the up-grade. 

The Board of Trade returns for December 
show imports totalling £63,262,544, a decline 
on November of £1,424, 808, and on the pre- 
vious December an increase of £104,136. 
British exports last month totalled £34 ,3500,382, 
a decline on ag“ of £1,824,882, but an 
increase on the previous 
eh 870 818. p December of 

For the year imports 
£752,530,823, an advance of £57,3 4,704 on 
1955. British exports were valued at 
£396,107,544, an increase on the previous year 
of £28,198,492, while re-exports totalled 
£51,263,472, a rise of £2,182,745. 

The depression that began in 1929 reached 
bottom in 1932. Exports £729,350,000 in 
1929 fell to £365,024,000 in 1932. They have 
how recovered to £396,107,544, and practically 
the, whole of that recovery took place last 
year. .

BOOK BORROWING

THEBOOKSOFMARY, 
~ QUEEN OF SCOTS 


—-—— 


R. C. A. MALCOLM, Librarian of the 
Society of Solicitors in the Supreme 
Courts, delivered an address on “ Old 

Edinburgh Libraries ’’ at a recent meeting of 
the Edinburgh B#liographical Society, . 

The earliest recorded library in Edinburgh, 
he said, was in the Castle in the eleventh 
century, and the owner was Queen Margaret. 
One of the hooks there, an illuminated Book 
of Hours, after many strange accidents, found 
its way from the Castle of Edinburgh to a 
secondhand book shop m London, and, finally, 
to the Bodleian Library, of which it was now 
one of the priceless treasures. Holyrood 
Abbey had its library and its Scriptorium, 
or writing chamber, where clerks copied and 
artists adorned books that had just been 
“ published.”’ é i 

One of the earliest of private 'libraries was 
that of Sir James Douglas of Dalkeith, whose 
will, drawn up in 1390, was the earliest, Scot- 
tish will extant. Among his bequests were 
books. A delightfully modern ouch was 
provided by reference to books missing from 
his library. The testator expressed the hope 
that those of his friends who had borrowed 
and failed to return books belonging to him 
would do so, and charged his sons to return 
to their owners all borrowed books they 
might find on his shelves. Another point 
of interest attachirg to the will was the fact 
that the testator’s wife was ‘‘ Black Agnes ' 
of Dunbar, who had heroically defended her 
father’s castle when it was besieged by the 
Earl of Salisbury and his troops. 


VANISHED LIBRARIES 


No library had been traced belonging to 
Scottish Kings of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries, but in the reign of James III. they 
found that Lord George Seton, who was 
“mekle gevin to lettres,” had a private library 
of note. His daughter, Katherine, founded 
the convent of St. Catherine of Sienna, a 
place-name corrupted to Sciennes. 

Master Richard Lawson, also of James II. 's 
reign, Lord Advocate and Justice-Clerk, 
whose estate of High Riggs stretched from 
the West Port to Bristo, had an excellent 
library of law books, bought chiefly in France 
and the Low Countries. There was extant 
the account by a shipping agent for a “‘lytill 
kist of eight volomys or the 
laws’’ sent to him in 1064. All memory of 
the Lawsons was aimost gone, but the name of 
the family was kept alive in ' Lady Lawson 
street.” 

It was strange that we had no knewledge 
of the library of James IV., at whose court 
Walter Chepman, Scotland’s earliest printer, 
held office, and it was equally disappointing 
to know nothing of the books in the libraries 
of the greatest of Edinburgh's scholars of 
that period, Neither Gawain Douglas, Pro- 
vost of St. Giles’s, nor William Dunbar left 
any clue to the works that each must have 
had. Soon after James IV.’s reign they 
learned of books reaching Edinburgh and 
elsewhere of a kind that raised the anger 
of the Church dignitaries. The Friary of 
the Dominicans (Blackfriars)—on the site of 
the present Engineering Department of the 
Universitv—with a library of formidable 
church literature—was the tribunal, before 
which all possessors of such books were 
arraigned. James V., whose confessor was 
a Dominican, lent countenance to the tyranny 
of these bigots, and, while several were 
arrested, tried. and executed for having the 
Scriptures in the English of Wycliffe, others 
fled to England. 


IN INCHCOLM ABBEY 


In the sixteenth century the interesting 
Ahbey of Inchcolm housed an _ excellent 
library, where Bower earlier wrote his Scoti- 
chronicon. A law student, Whitelaw. of 
Cauldside, who had heen “‘ called up ” in 1557 
for active service, put his affairs in order 
by getting a notary to draw up a will. The 
main part of his estate was his library of 
Canon Law and of Civil Law. 

More important even than the library of 
Whitelaw were those at the Castle and at 
Holyrood When Mary Queen of Scots first 
came from France she took with her all that 
a well-informed lady of the period was ex- 
pected to read. There were works of re- 
ference, like Munster’s ‘‘Cities of the 
World’’ (1525); La Mer des Histoires, with- 
out which compressed encyclopedia of Euro- 
pean history no library was complete—the 
book mentioned by Scott in The Abbot. 

The M.S, catalogue of the two portions of 
the Queen's library are in the Register 
House. These had been published by the 
Bannatyne Club, and an excellent account of 
the principal books has beea given by Mr. 
Sharman. After Mary’s imprisonment most 
of her books were borrowed, and only some 
seventy volumes were ever returned or re- 
covered. These formed the nucleus: of the 
library of James VI.,. whose course of read- 
ing was mapped out by his preceptors, George 
Buchanan and Peter Young. Soon 600 
volumes were amassed to further the King’s 
learning. 

The University Library, which was three 
years older than the University, had its 
foundation in the private library of Clement 
Little, advocate, which he had given to the 
town. There were many private libraries in 
Edinburgh in the seventeenth century, some 
of which were merged in those late seven- 
teenth century libraries—the College of 
Physicians’ Library and the Faculty of 
Advocates’ Library. 


Jiro Hars, a Japanese water-colour artist, 
when none of his paintings was accepted for 
the Imperial Art Rixhibitton, Tokio, went to 
the gallery where the exhibition was being 
hel? and replaced the picture of a leading 
painter with one of his own, states Reuter. 
He was sent to prison here for 28 days for 
‘“‘ disturbing the peace.” 


|FOREIGN TRADE 
| DIFFICULTIES |

It is not surprising, therefore, to find that 
the United Kingdom export returns relating 
to cotton piece goods and yarns shipped to 
European markets are, on the whole, dis- 
et (the report continues). For- 
tunately the Lancashire trade, the agreements 
with Scandinavian countries have provided 
a much-needed fillip. Negotiations are at 
present. proceeding with Poland and are con- 
templated with Spain. These are two 
markets where the volume of exports has 
shrunk considerably. It is to be hoped that 
full success will attend the efforts of the 
Government in these directions. 


ANGLO-GERMAN TRADE 


Commenting on the German Government’s 
restriction on remittances of sterling and the 
result of the negotiations which followed, the 
report reminds the members that in an- 
nouncing this the President of the Board of 
Trade warned the trade that it must not be 
assumed that the agreement would auto- 
matically remove all the difficulties from the 
path of Anglo-German trade. Exporters were 
advised to proceed with caution. As the year 
closed there was yet a great deal of uncer- 
tainty as to the ultimate success of the 
machinery that had been set in motion. 
Members were reporting their difficulties, and 
the chamber was in the closest touch with 
the Government. Many inquiries were also 
received at the chamber bearing upon the 
system of ‘“‘compensation’’ trade. This 
necessitated close contact with the Govern- 
ment department concerned. 

Dealing next, with the trade position be- 
tween England and Rumania, the report 
oints out that more than £750,000 is owed 
y Rumanian traders for yarn and cloth 
supplied by Lancashire firms. An equal sum 
is outstanding for goods shipped from other 
parts of the country. Payment has not been 
repudiated by the buyers; in fact, in many 
cases they have deposited lei in the Nationa! 
Bank. but owing to the Governmental re- 
strictions on the transfer of currency it 
amounts almost to a refusal to pay. e 
cessation of remittances occurred during the 
early summer months and the position was 
unchanged at the end of the year. It is ex- 
pected that negotiations will be resumed early 
this month. 


“ BRITISH MADE ” 


Referring to the significance of the action 
of the directors of the Chamber in pressing | 
for a new definition of the term “ British 
made,” the report recalls that, on the recom- 
mendation of the Shipping Merchants Com- 
mittee, the Board urged that only goods which 
had been spun, woven, and finished in the 
United Kingdom shall be regarded as 
British.” Further, it is urged that the 
Chamber should be authorised to issue certi- 
ficates to this effect, with power to check the 
declarations of exporters. Unless such a step 
is taken the way is still left open for the 
export—as British—of foreign grey cloth 
finished in the United Kingdom and British 
grey cloth finished on the Continent—thus de- 
feating the objects of the concessions secured 
for United Kingdom trade. 

The committee expresses regret that the 
United Kingdom-Dutch negotiations ended 
without the conclusion of any agreement of a 
permanently satisfactory nature to deal with 
the pressing problem of the Dutch quotas 
restrictions. An exchange of notes did estab- 
lish a new hasis for the allotment of licences 
and also laid down definite quantitative 
quotas, but the actual administration ‘in 
Holland caused much disorganisation. The 
Chamber was. inundated with appeals from 
members to secure a clarification of the posi- 
tion. Licences were allotted for the barest 
quantities and without due regard to season- 
able demands. The Chamber continues to 
pursue this matter.

STAR-SINGERS 


A. CUSTOM. OF 
THE PEASANTS 


AT HEILIGENBLUT 


br by year, early in January, the star- 


singers wander from house to house 
through the village of Heiligenblut, 
Upper Austria, with their shining star, 
singing their ancient Christmas and Epiphafy 
hymns and bringing their New Year's good 
wishes. 

The incomparably beautiful landscape pic- 
ture of Heiligenblut stands out, against the 
deep blue darkness of a clear wintry star- 
light night. Gigantic mountain-sidé scenes 
jom to form a magnificent closing barrier 
to the valley, and towering high above them 
shines the silver tent-like dome of the simmit 
of the Glockner. And in the foreground, 
on the glittering snowy mountain slopes, the 
brightly-lighted: rows of the: windows of the 
picturesque village. From out of the dis- 
tance are heard the clear tones of the wooden 
flute, and on the road there flashes up a star 
which an ‘old man carries in front of the 
Star-singers. Behind the star-bearer comes 
the musicians and the singers. They take up 
their stand before the house and, while the 
star-bearer lustily waves his star, they sing 
of the stable of Bethlehem and of the Three 
Wise Men. The biblical story of the events 
is transposed in the song into the character 
of the peasants. But not only into ~ the 
Carinthian dialect. 


A BIBLICAL SCENE 


The biblical landscape also becomes a 
mountain landscape. The shepherds and the 
three Kings are transformed into Carinthian 
peasants ; they converse among themselves and 
with Joseph and Mary and with the angels as 
with their equals. The pretty cribs, too, 
which the peasants of Heiligenblut have 
themselves carved and built for themselves 
with much pains and love, are a picture of 
their peasant world, their mountain chalets, 
with dairymaids, cows, sheep and goats, and 
many other figures in their peasant costumes. 
And thus, even now as the star singers stand 
before the inn, the night scene of Heiligenblut 
is transformed into a great natural crib. 


HOSPITABLE RECEPTION 


When the star singers have finished their 
song, the peasant and his wife come out, and 
the star sh, Sin wish him and his family a 
happy New Year. For the peasants celebrate 
the Feast of New Year's Day, not on the Ist 
January, but, in accordance with the ancient 
custom, on the Epiphany. And the most 
beautiful significance of the star singing is 
that on New Year's Eve the star singers bear 
the fair spirit of peace and village community 
from one house to the other. The songs are 
sung before the huts of the poorest peasant, 
just as they are before the farms of the 
richest, and both are equally lavish, accord- 
ing to their means, in their gifts to the star 
singers. At the rich farms and the inns the 
father of the house bids the. star singers to 
enter. By way of thanks for the good, 
warming tea, wine, Krapfen, and other cakes 
set before them, the star singers sing some 
more songs. 

Then, out again into the  snow- 
ht night, onward rolls and circles the 
shining star, the hymn of the star starts 
up again, and dies away in the distance... And 
only when the morning dawns the star singers 
return home tired and with hoarse throats. 
But still they obey the call of the church 
bells, and not before the morning Service is 
over do they go to bed in their warm wood- 
built farm-house rooms, which are brown 
with age, and begin by sleeping through the 
first day of the peasant’s year

The first excitement of yesterday 
was a strike for higher wages of the 
entire staff of twenty telegraph mes- 
sengers upon whom the Press is 
virtually dependent for getting their 
copy rushed out of the court at 
Flemington, New Jersey.

He has 
developed almost a stutter and the 
shadows round his eyes have deepened, but 
he entered the court with a slight smile, 
as though secretly amused.

Mr. Osborn, the septuagenarian hand- 
writing expert, resumed his evidence. He 
again named Hauptmann as the writer of 
the -ransom notes. He launched a 
technical description of graphology, which, 
he explained, determined the character of 
handwriting, and was quite different from 
the science of handwriting experts who 
merely studied handwriting to determine 
whether it was genuine or not. 


EXPERT QUESTIONED 


Mr. Reilly, counsel for defence, 
appeared unusually serious as he 
questioned the aged expert. 

He called the attention of the witness to 
several letters in the ransom notes, and 
elicited from him that these letters did not 
appear on the charts shown to the jury. 

Mr. Reilly—‘' Did you examine the 
handwriting of Isidor Fisch? ’’ 

Osborn—‘* Yes.”’ 

Reilly (handing witness a card)—*‘ Is 
this Fisch’s writing? ”’ i 

Osborn—‘‘ I cannot say, but it seems to 
resemble it.”’

The German Government has decided to 
hold memorial celebrations in the town of 
Halle, in Lower Saxony, from February 
22nd to 23rd, 1935, in honour of the 
musician Handel. Born im Halle on 
February 23rd, 1685, George Frederick 
Handel was destined to be the first of the 
great band of German musicians whose 
fame spread throughout the world, and 
who are honoured to-day as the masters 
of their art. Handel, like most eighteenth 
century musicians, adapted his name when 
he travelled, so that in Italy he spelt it 
Hendel and in England Handel. The 
original German name is Handel. A great 

, traveller, he spent three years in Italy, 
many in England, and was acquainted well 
with his own country. He also visited 
Ireland, and the “ Messiah ’’ was pro- 
duced in Dublin for the first time on 
April 13th, 1742, in aid of three Dublin 
charities. The site of the performance 
was the New Musick Hall, now an iron- 
mongery in Fishamble street. Handel stayed 
in Abbey street, when in Dublin, and gave 
eight other concerts of his compositions 
in Fishamble street. His earliest works 
were composed in. his eleventh year, and 
his output during the seventy-four years of 
his life was so great that the Handelgesel- 
Ischafts edition runs to one hundred 
volumes, almost as great a bulk as the 
works of Bach and Beethoven together. 
The celebrations in Halle will be directly 
under the patronage of Reichsminister 
Dr. Goebbels. They will include an official 
recognition and a series of representative 
pictures of the life of the composer.

Handwriting 


The “Civil Service Commission, im 
announcing the holding of examimations 
this vear for entry to the Civil Service, 
also announce that handwriting will be of 
special importance. Evidently the Com- 
missioners have taken the remarks before 
the Brennan Commission of Mr. D. 
Twomey, Secretary of the Department of 
Acriculture, to heart, and are going to 
insist that legible handwriting—for 
legibility is, of course, the real test of . 
handwriting—will once more be reckoned 
as quite as important as anything else. 
There was a time when the expression 
“ the Civil Service hand” meant the acme 
of good writing, but I am afraid that of 
late years this is no longer true. Mr. 
Twomey, in his remarks recently, stated 
that illegible handwriting was rather 
‘common among junior officers recently 
entered the Service, but, as a matter of 
fact, he might also have said that it is not 
uncommon among officers of very senior 
service. 

There is one very senior official whose 
writing is notably illegible. Fortunately, 
he writes little, preferring to dictate most 
of his minutes and letters. When he does 
write, however, the officer who gets his 
minute is often in a quandary as to what 
his chief’s opinion ts, and frequently pays 
a quiet eal on the chief’s private 
secretary, whose intuition as to what his 
chief meant to write is invariably right. 
Like most illegible writers, the gentleman 
in this case was a bit touchy on the 
subject, and a new man who did not know 
his ways rather annoyed his superior by 
pencilling in the words below one of his 
hurried minutes, and forgetting to rub out 
the pencil writing before returning the 
file. To speak the truth, however, few 
writers are quite as bad as this; but it is 
a test of patience, which should be un- 
necessary, to have to read a long minute 
a couple of times before getting the exact 
wording. The action of the Civil Service 
Commission and Mr. Twomey’s remarks 
will probably improve matters in this 
respect. 


A Dublin Hero 


In your references, writes a correspon- 
dent, to the notable centenaries which this 
year brings around no mention has been 
made of a famous Irishman, whose life 
closed in a valiant enterprise.

Ghe Saar 


The Saar territory on which, some 
would have us believe, the future peace 
of the world rests, is, in size, smaller than 
County Wicklow, but contains within its 
boundaries one of the richest industrial 
areas in Europe. Its total extent is 726 
square miles, compared with the Irish 
county’s 781. 

Coal mining is by far its most im- 
portant industry, for in the thirty or so 
mines now being worked, about 67,000 
men are employed, and approximately 
13,000,000 tons of coal are broug..t to the 
surface every year. About 55,000 men are 
engaged in the steel and iron trades, the 
average annual production figures being 
1,700,000 tons of pig-iron, and slightly 
more of steel. The cerami-, glass, and 
chemical industries also afford consider- 
able employment. The area is not by any 
means self-sufficient, food-stuffs in particu- 
lar having to be imported, a fact easily 
understandable when it is realised that 
the Saar’s pulation totals 790,000, of 
whom 126; live in Saarbrucken. 

Since its temporary annexation by 
France the mines have been State- 
controlled, and, as the territory was placed 
within the French Custom system, it is 
easily seen that the ‘‘ loan '” was a profit- 
able one to France. 

French currency has, for some time, 
been the only legal tender, but perfect re- 
ligious and linguistic liverty was allowed 
under the International Governing Com- 
mission. A local police force kept law

an international body of 800, comprising 
Britons, Belgians and French.

The tabloid weekly newspaper that has 
been used for three years in the night 
schools of New York is now to be intro- 
duced in the factories, prisons and camps 
of the whole United States, wherever 
foreigners wish to learn the English 
language. This newspaper uses only nine 
hundred words, and is said to be very 
valuable as a short cut to a speaking 
knowledge of the language. An American 
paper says that the original list prepared

Most adults, they 
say, possess a vocabulary of twenty-five 
thousand words.

The producer has taken Shakespeare’s 
“Julius Cesar” and “Antony and 
Cleopatra,’’ stirred them. together, added 
atouch of Shaw’s ‘‘ Cesar and Cleopatra,”’ 
flavoured them plentifully with his own 
idea of what should have happened, and 
made the whole incredible mixture into a 
film. Cesar, having been captivated by 
the Egyptian queen, brings her back to 
Rome in order to marry her, divorce 
Calpurnia, and make himself king. This 
enrages Brutus and the conspirators, who 
murder him, and Antony, quarrelling with 
the other members of the triumvirate and 
apparently forgetting all about Philippi, 
sets out for Egypt alone to punish 
Cleopatra. He in his turn is captivated, 
and events take their course until Cleo 
patra’s asp brings them to an end. 

The film is dominated by spectacle— 
it pushes both the actors and the story 
into the background, and keeps them there 
all the time. Interiors which remind one 
of what Lyons’ Corner House might have 
been like if only the architect had had 
enough money, jewellery, amazing 
costumes, great vistas of marble stairs 
and moving crowds, battles in which 
thousands of chariots rush over the desert 
or in which hundreds of ships go up in 
fiames—these are the things in which Mr. 
De Mille is really interested. He is tho 
only modern producer who has remained 
true to the old ‘‘ super-film ” tradition, 
and he is still the finest exponent of it.

The Censor's Returns 


The Film Censor’s returns for 1934, 
which were published at length a few 
days ago, show that the cinema still gains 
In popularity in the Free State. There 
was an increase of about a million féet in 
the drama and variety films submitted, 
the total being 4,711,958 feet, as com- 
pared with 3,791,240 feet in 1933. Of the

1,904 “dramatic ” films presented, 
were rejected and 4098 were cut, but 47 
rejected films were afterwards passed by 
the Appeal Board. This, of course, does 
not give a full idea of the number of cuts 
which are made in the films—for in many 
cases they are ‘‘ censored’’ by the renters

By 
this means. he obtained pressures up to 2,000 
tons per square inch. 

On these. diamond experiments alone he 
expended some £20,000, and ‘had to confess 
failure, although he.easily converted diamonds 
into coke. He showed, in fact, that Moissan’s

SUGAR BEET COSTS 


LETTER FROM SIR JOHN KEANE.

Sir,—I notice, in connection with the sugar 
beet controversy, that the Department oí 
Agriculture give certain figures for the cost 
of beet production. It is important to know 
if these figures are merely estamates or if they 


are built up from data supplied by actual 
growers. f they are the former, they 
cannot be accepted with reliance. If the 


latter are not forthcoming the Department 
itself is largely to blame, for it scrapped 
some years ago the machinery that previously 
existed to ascertain working costs, and which 
would have been invaluable—indeed essential 
to secure fair treatment under the existing 
methods of State regulation. I may add that 
my working accounts show results much less 
favourable than those given by the Depart- 
ment.—Yours, etc., J. KEANE.

THE MENACE OF 
THE QUACK 
EMPLOYMENT OF 
- NON-NATIONALS

R. M. J. BUCKLEY, M.Inst.C.E., in 
his presidential address to the annual 
meeting of the Engineers’ Associa- 
tion, which was held in Jury's Hotel, Dublin, 
yesterday, said that during the past year no 
opportunity of helping to promote the pro- 
fessional worth of their organisation or, the 
status and welfare of any engineer, whether 
within or without the Association, had been 
allowed to pass without earnest effort to 
render assistance so far as lay within their 
wer. 
The following undertakings of the Associa- 
tion gs particularly be referred to: a) A 
scale staff salaries and conditions of em- 
peymens of engineers in the office of Public 
orks had been submitted to, the Com- 
missioners of Public Works for! their con- 
sideration; (2) a deputation from the Associa- 
tion had interviewed the directors of Comhluct 
Siucre Eireann, Teéo., to ensure co-operation 
in the fillimg of engineering vacancies in the 
Co., which had asked the Association to

submit suitable candidates for engineering 


appointments. (The names of a number of 
competent engineers had been furnished.) 
(5) the Commission of Inquiry into the Civil 
Service had been asked, and had declared 
itself willing, to hear evidence from the 


- Association on behalf of its members engaged 


in the service of the State; (4) negotiations 
had been opened between the Association and 
the Graduates’ Committee of the National 
University of Ireland in order to arrive at a 
working arrangement by which the mutual 
interest of the two bodies could be advanced. 


QUACKS 


There were two main causes of dis- 
satisfaction among the younger members of 
the er anes profession. One was the 
want of protection of the rights of qualified 
men to the exclusive practice of their art or 
profession.. It was an amazing fact that this 
matter, which concerns not only the individual 
members of the engineering profession, but 
still more seriously the whole community, should 
be allowed to remain neglected without any 
effective effort being made to ensure the ex- 
clusion of the quack from the exercise of 
services to the public. More especially because 
of the fact that in numerous works the safety 
of the lives of hundreds of people might hang 
in the balance. 

The second cause of dissatisfaction was the 
inadequate remuneration received by the great 
majority of the members of the profession 
between the ages of, say, 25 and 40 years. 
Exacting conditions of living while engaged 


reduce the value of the profession as a means 
of living. : 


TEMPORARY OCCUPATION 


Temporary occupation was the rule in many 
Government serv.ces for the large majority 
of engineers, while the invaluable right of 
permanency was reserved in the most part 
for NO and non-professional employés. 

Since the establishment of Comhlucht 
Siucre Eireann. Teo., in 1926, a staff of non- 
nationals had been put in control of the con- 
cern, and that staff has been continued to the 
présent day, to the virtual exclusion of 
qualified nationals. These qualified nationals 
could in the intervening years have acquired, 
as understudies, the experience necessary to 
take control of the three anits established in 
the past year, and thus effect a substantial 
Saving in hard cash for the benefit of their 
own country.

FILTHY CONDITIONS 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


CARRICK-ON-SHA N NON, Monday. 

At Leitrim rd of Health meeting which 
was held to-day, Mr. M. McGrath, chairman, 
residing, the following report made to the 

epartanent by Dr, Sterling Barry, Medical 
Inspector, was submitted in connection with 
the accupation of the old workhouse buildings 
at Mohill :— 

“I mspected Mohill Workhouse on the 
12-12-54 and found the premises and sur- 
roundings filthy. There are 54 persons 
occupying rooms there. .... The Poor Law 
Dispensary is situated in the workhouse, 
There is also a technical schools, a creamery, 
and the District Hospital: are in close 
proximity. Jn its present condition the work- 
house 'is a grave menace to public health. 
I recommend that the persons residing there 
be removed immediately and the workhouse 
and surroundings thoroughly cleaned.”’ 

Mr. McMorrow proposed, and Mr. Reilly 
seconded, a résolution which was passed, ad- 
journing the matter, and asking the occupants 
to keep the place clean, if not they would be 
cleared out. 


VISCOUNT GALWAY 


HONOURED BY THE KING 


The Court Circular, issued at Sandringham 
yesterday, states that the Viscount Galway

He had not 
made provision for proposed paertakings by 
the Council, for the reason that a 
amount of those works would normally fave 
been done out of grants, and also because he 
thought the Council’s object was to curtail 
expenses. |

REDUCTION SUGGESTED 

Mr. R. Blake said that the estimate should 
be reduced by 20 per cent., and all special 
works shotild be cut out, because the people 
were not able to pay their rates.

SURVEYOR’S STATEMENT 

The Surveyor said that the Council was 
paying about £36,000. in wages. If the 
Council reduced the provision made for the 
trunk and link\roads the Government grant 
would be reduced accordingly. He could prove 
that his estimate was the absolute minimum. 
The Council had a statutory obligation to 
make provision for the upkeep of the public 
services. A reduction of 20 per cent. in the 
estimate would mean a reduction of labour 
as against material. If they had a reduc- 
tion of 20 per ewent. in financial provision 
they would probably have a reduction of 
twice that percentage in the quality of the 
roads. 

Mr. J. P. Dooge said that. they must pro- 
vide for the social services, and in moving 
this reduction they were making a public 
protest against the way in which expenditure 
was going up.

Mr. Dooge seconded the motion. 

The Chairman’s amendment was carried by 
11 votes to 5, and was adopted as the resolu- 
tion of the Council.

The Senate's Opportunity 


When the new Free State Senate meets 
to-morrow it will discuss, inter alia, the 
Citizenship Bill. During the last few 
weeks public attention has been focussed 
on the trade agreement with Great 


| Britain, with the result that te issues 


that are involved in the Citizenship Bill 
for the moment have been forgotten. We 
hope that they will be clarified by the 
debates in the Senate; for they are of the 
utmost importance to our people. The 
bill, as it stands; seems to be harmless 
enough. It makes certain provisions in 
respect of citizenship which confine them- 
selves to municipal law, and few will deny 
that some such provisions were needed. 
After the passage of the bill the status of 
a Free State citizen will be defined exactly. 
There no longer will be any doubt as to 
the standing of anybody in the twenty-six 
counties, and a number of irritating 
anomalies will be rectified. President de 
Valera, however, has taken it upon him- 
self during the Dáil debates to interpret 
the measure in a far wider sense than 
seems to be justified by its text. In the 
future, he affirms, no Free State citizen 
will be a British subject. He will have 
only one nationality, which will be Irish ; 
4nd, if the British refuse to deprive him 
of his rights and privileges as a subject 
of the King, they will be guilty of “an 
impertinence.’’ Of course, the Free State 
Government will welcome British assist- 
ance in respect of diplomatic and consular 
representation abroad, on condition that 
it is not given because Free State citizens 
also are British subjects. President de 
Valera will not accept ‘‘common citizen- 
ship” of the British Empire. As a special 
concession he will be prepared to recognise 
some kind of loose association between the 
Saorstdt and the Commonwealth ; but the 
British must reconcile themselves to the 
fact that the inhabitants of the Free State 
no longer have any legal connection with 
them. 

We admit freely that President de 
Valera’s interpretation of the Citizenship 
Bill is legally of small importance ; for in 
the long run the text of an Act of the 
Oireachtas must be interpreted by the 
Courts, and not by any politician. The 
President’s statements, “however, cannot 
be ignored, because they indicate his con- 
dition of mind, and suggest that his whole 
policy is dictated by that unrelenting 
hatred of Britain and all things British, 
which has been the outstanding feature of 
his political career. The people of the 
Free State have a right to know whither 
they are being led. If President de 
Valera means what he says, he ought to 
have taken steps to make the terms of his 
Citizenship Bill more explicit—in other 
words, he ought to have declared his 
intention to secede from the British 
Empire altogether. Does he propose to 
take this step as a logical conclusion of

| Films for Children 


Too many crimes, perhaps, are laid at 
the cinema's door, but there is reason to 
think that films can have a very bad 
effect on the minds of children. In his 
speech to the Belfast Grand Jury a fow 
months ago Lord Justice Andrews heli 
that the growth of juvenile crime in the 
city could be set down mainly to the 
influence of the cinema, and his point of 
view is. shared by many people who. are 
qualified to speak. Yesterday it was 
expressed again at a meeting of the Com- 
mission on Reform of Industrial Schools. 
One witness asked that certain types of 
films should be forbidden to children 
altogether, and the Chairman, Mr. G. P. 
Cussen, went so far as to say that the 
films were causing boys to form “ yangs '' 
which went out on thieving expeditions. 
It is easy to see how such a condition 
of affairs could arise. Parents and 
teachers know well how the child's mind 
differs from their own in its imagination, 
and, above all, in its receptivity. One cf 
the most characteristics cf 
children is that they are very quick to 
imitate what they see, and the films give 
them material to imitate.

of fascination, and on children that power 


is doubled—in some cases it becomes 
almost hypnotic. If a child goes to

QUESTION OF 
LEVIES

BELFAST, Monday. 


HE financial difficulties which have 
arisen between the Northern Govern- 
ment and the Belfast Corporation have 
been adjusted, and a draft agreement has 
been prepared covering the various points, 
which is to be submitted for ratification 
at a further conference at Stormont to- 
morrow between the Prime Minister ( Vis-- 
count Craigavon) and the Lord Mayor 
(Sir Crawford McCullagh). The Minister 
of Finance (Mr. H. M. Pollock) and the 
Chairman of the Corporation Finance 
Committee (Alderman James A. buff, 
J.P.) also will be present. 
The conference already has reviewed 
the problems which have been the subject 
of acute controversy, including the edu. 
cation and the unemployment levies. 
In his last Budget the Minister ol 
Finance imposed a levy upon Northern 
local authorities, equivalent to a rate of 
6d. in the £, for educational services 
(principally salaries of — elementary 
teachers). It was contended by the local 
authorities that this was contrary to the 
generally accepted principles which have 
marked the dividing line between rating 
and taxation. 


RESENTED 


The local. authorities resented the 
action of the Government imposing the 
rate, which during the coming year was 
to be increased to ls. in the £. ‘The 
Bellast Corporation flatly declined to levy 
the rate, and has gs. + legal opinion in 
regard to the action of the Government in 
the matter. 

The Belfast Corporation also objected 
to the imposition of a poundage rate of 
11d. in the £ upon the Corporation as 
their contribution to the new unemploy- 
ment assistance scheme. The Corporation 
contended that their contribution should 
be fixed on a calculated figure. This is the 
method adopted in fixing the contribution 
of municipalities in Great Britain. 

Under the equivalent Unemployment

This will be equivalent to 
about £90,000. So it would appear as if 
the Corporation was going to gain by the 
new arrangement, but formerly the 
Government paid fifty per cent. of the cost 
of exceptional distress relief, so that the 
new scheme is a return to nearly the former 
arrangement. 

A substantial contribution from the Cor- 
poration in the form of education rate 
would wipe out any advantage which would 
be secured by the reduction in the cost of 
exceptional distress relief. 

The terms of the new agreement are 
anxiously awaited by the Belfast rate- 
payers, and also ratepayers in other areas. 


“A WISE BASIS” 


To-day Mr. G. C. Duggan, Financial 
Secretary to the Ministry of Finance, 
attended at the City Hall, Belfast, and 
presented a provisional draft scheme of 
adjustment, upon which he conferred with 
the chairman of the Finance Committee.

THE SHIPPING 
CONFERENCE

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
observes:—Another attempt, with better 
prospects of success than those which have 
preceded it, is now being made to impreve 
conditions in the shipping business by 
international agreement. A preparatory 
conference, representing shipowners of all 
the principal maritime countries, is meet- 
ing in London this week to work out plans 
which will be submitted later to the full 
International Shipping Conference for 
regulating competition in the international 
freight market. The trade is éssentially 
international. All the shipping nations 
are suffering—some, of course, more than 
others—from excessive competition, caused 
partly by the increased amount of mercan- 
tile tonnage, and even more by the dimi- 
nished volume of goods to be carried. Any 
individual nation can support its own 
shipowners by subsidies, but even from the 
national point of view this practice is 
expensive and unsatisfactory, while for the 
industry as a whole it is suicidal. 

Healthy conditions cannot be restored 
until the subsidy-giving Governments 
agree to abandon a policy which has been 
expensive to them and disastrous to the 
whole industry. The prospect of an inter- 
national agreement to this effect, such as 
was advocated in vain by the British and 
some other Governments at the World 
Economic Conference, has been brought 
possibly a little nearer since Great Britain 
manifested her determination not to let 
her shipping be driven off the seas by 
foreign State-subsidised competition, and, 
if necessary, to answer subsidy with sub- 
sidy. Such an agreement, however, is 
not likely to be practicable for some time 
to come.

INDUSTRY

KIRKUK, Monday. 


Y the effortless turn of a tap, the young 
King Ghazi of Iraq this morning 
brought to a happy conclusion a rare 
romance of industry. He started on their 
course to the sea, through a 1,200 miles 
long steel pre: the early gushings of the 
rich oil wells of his realm, which, by the 
end of the year, will have amounted to 
4,000,000 tons. 

From Kirkuk a double line takes the oil 
across the bed of the Tigris and the 
Euphrates to Haditha, a distance of 156 
miles, Thence the line forks, one great 
steel] tube stretching out through Syria and 
the Lebanon to its northern terminus at 
Tripoli, and the other crossing the rocky 
voleanic stretches of. the Transjordan to 
Palestine and its southern terminal at 
Haifa. | 

Some 1,000 miles of its way lies through 
barren desert, where roads were unknown 
and water non-existent for the greater part 
of the year. In the high deserts of Syria 
the track rises to 3,000 feet or more above 
sea level, while in other places it sinks 
over 200 feet below the level of the sea. |

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. For a hundred miles in the Transjordan 
the hard volcanic rock had to be blasted 
and drilled before a trench could be made 
to bury the great steel tube. 

Workers drawn from every country 
through which the line passes were 
hampered by extremes of heat and cold, 
blinding dust storms that lasted sometimes 
for days on end, and rains that turned the 
ground they were working into impassable 
swamps. 

Transport problems were innumerable. | 
One section of the line had to be laid 
between railheads almost 500 miles apart, 
while at another point the nearest means 
of communication were separated by over 
400 miles. 

Sixteen countries, including Britain, 
have taken part in the construction of this | 
great line, built by the Iraq Petroleum 
Company.

DISTINGUISHED IRISH 
SCHOLAR

Miss Eleanor Hull, D.Litt., the distin- 
guished Irish scholar, writer and historian, 
has died at her home at Wimbledon, London, 
in her 75th year. She was a leading figure 
in the Irish Texts Society, of which she was 
one of the most prominent founders in 1889. 

A pupil of Alexandra College, Dublin, she 
was educated also at the College of Science, 
Dublin, and learned Irish under the noted 
Standish Hughes O'Grady. Later she studied 
the Celtic culture under Pederson, Dr. Kuno 
Mever and Dr. Robin Flower. Among her 
continual activities on behalf of the Irish 
language and culture movement, she worked 
with the Irish Folklore Institute, and acted 
as President of the Irish Literary Society of 
London. Formerly she was also Secretary 
of the Roval Asiatic Society, but her main 
interest was in the old Irish folklore and 
literature. 

She was born in Manchester, the daughter 
of Professor Edward Hull, F.R.S., and was 
a member of a family long established in 
the Hillsborough district of County Down. 
Her grandfather, the Rev. J. B. Hull, was 
a vicar of Bangor, County Down, and a 
noted poet of his day. 

Miss Hull’s writings included :—*‘ The 
Cuchulain Saga in Irish Literature,” “ Pagan 
Ireland and Early Christian Ireland,” “A 
Text Book of Irish Literature, “ Cuchulain, 
the Hound of Ulster ”; *‘ The Poem-Book 
of the Gael,” “ A History of Ireland and 
Her People.’’

Already fifty-four houses have 
been erected under the scheme which is being 
promoted by Ainsworth Estates Ltd. The 
houses are in semi-detached form, and each 
has a garden, front, side and rear, and con- 
tains a living-room, kitchen-scullery, bath- 
room, larder, coalhouse, three bedrooms, hot 
and cold water, and electric light and gas. 
The price is , and with a payment of 
£25 end weekly payments of 8s. 3d., plus 
consolidated rate and water rate, the house 
becomes the property of the occupier in 
twenty-five years. 

Councillor Hugh Armstrong is the principal 
of the company, and it is intended to build 
a further houses.

ARTHUR CATTERALL, 
VIOLINIST 


A VERY ENJOYABLE 
RECITAL 


—— 


After the usual break for the Christmas 
holidays, the al . Dublin. Societys 
musical recitals at Ballsbridge were 
resumed yesterday afternoon, and it was 
gratifying ta find so many people present 
to wéleome Mr. Arthur Catterall on his re 
appearance here after an interval of a Tew 
seasons. He is warmly remembered as. the 
leader of the Catterall Quartet and through 
his association with the Hallé Orchestra; and 
since his elevation to the icadership of the 
B.B.C. Orchestra his work has been followed 
with even closer attention. It was interest- 
ing to hear him in a solo recital—made pos- 
sible by the permission of the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. That he is a Eas of 
great artistry was made manifest in his treat- 
ment of the Cesar Franck ‘‘ Sonata in A.”’ 
This is one of the three CIC productions in 
chamber music by Franck. It opens with a 
assage of dreamy ecstacy, which was beauti- 
fully played by Mr. Catterall. The tone was 
of an exquisite /egato quality, and was well 
sustained. In the second movement one had 
better opportunity to appraise the remarkable 
technique of the player. This movement bear's 


‘all the characteristics of Francs, but has a 


fault in that it is worked out to a great 
length. It was a tribute to the player that 
he held his audience in rapt attention 
throughout. The recitative and the lively 
Enale also were well treated 

It. was in the “‘ Devil’s Trill '”” (Tartim) 
that the audience had an opportunity to judge 
of the full. range of Mr. Catterall’s skill. 
This work, which had its crigin in a dream 
of the composer, during which he heard the 
Devil play a sonata, is a recognised show- 
piece and test of virtuosity. It abounds in 
difficulties, but for Mr. Catterall they held 
no terrors; they appeared to be  non- 
existent so confident was his technique and 
control. He also played with lovely appeal 
the ‘‘ Sonata in B minor,” by Medtner. One 
liked immensely the cantabile of the opening 
movement and the contrasting Danza and 
Ditirambo which followed. i 

At the evening recital Mr. Catterall played 
the Mozart. “Sonaa in E flat (481). 
Mozart's sonatas for pianoforte and violin 
were usually written for his women pupils, 
and are neither deep nor learned, but they 
are interesting because of their abundant 
melody and modulations. The particular 
interest in this ‘“‘Sonata in E flat ' is that 
it contains the favourite subject which Mozart 
treats in the finale of the ‘Jupiter 
Symphony.”’ The playing of the \‘ Concerto 
in D minor,” by Sibelius, showed both the 
mastery of thought and material of that com- 
poser, and a fine effectiveness as well. 
‘‘Legende” of Delius and Mr. Catterall’s 
arrangements of pieces by Schubert and 
Pacanini were acceptable contributions. 

‘The violinist was splendidly supported by 
Mr. Reginald Paul at the piano. Generally 
the pianist was in excellent accord with his 
violinist, though once or twice he was almost 
carried away in his enthusiasm, and for a 
moment. one lost the stringed instrument. 
Mr. Paul played Debussy’s “ Reflets dans 
eau’? and the Chopin ‘Scherzo in E”’ 
(Op. 54) with splendid appreciation.

The Derry milk “war” begins in 
earnest to-morrow. Laggan Valley dairy 
farmers have come into the open to-day. 
In. an inter vigw their leader, Major J. 
Sproule Myles,"A.C:, Deputy for Donegal 
in the Dail) accused the Northern Ireland 
milk vendors of being the cause of the 
Northern: Ministry's ban. In an appeal to 
the citizens of Derry to support the asal 
farmers in their claim for a few months’ 
grace to enable them to clear out of the 
Derry milk trade with a minimum loss, he 
said that, in effect, but for the objection of 
the Northern dairy farmers, Donegal milk 
vendors might have been included under 
he Northern Government’s new Milk Act. 

He said that in the early months of the 
negotiations betweén tht Northern Minister 
of Agriculture and East Donegal milk 
vendors there were really only two out- 
standing objections to Donegal men being 
allowed to work under the Northern Milk 
Act. The first was that their dairies could 
not be inspected by Northern. inspectors ; 
the second was that penalties could not be 
enforced or collected for any infringements 
of the Act. i 

Major Myles disclosed, with reference 
to the first objection, that he went to the 
‘Department in Dublin, and they stated 
that they would offer no objection to 
Northern Ireland inspectors crossing the 
border into Donegal for the purposes of 
inspecting the dairies of West Donegal 
dairy farmers supplying milk to Derry. 

In regard to the second, Major Myles 
said that it was pointed out to the Northern 
Minister of Agriculture that the greatest 
penalty that could be inflicted would be 
the withdrawal of the licence, and if the 
Minister wanted his full pound of flesh a 
trust fund could be set up in Derry for 
any fines that might be imposed. 

Major Myles further added that several 
minor objections were disposed of in a 
similar way, but now it seemed that the 
real objection came from the Six Counties’ 
milk vendors, who wanted to capture the 
Donegal trade.

Allegations of excess expenditure incurred 
in the efection of schools in various parts of 
the country were investigated. 

Mr. 4. Ó. Wilson, héad of the Belfast firm 
of chattered’ actountants;” Messrs. Wilson, 
Hennessey and Crawford, which made an 
extensive investigation into the affairs of the 
Committee, was further examined by Mr. E. 
S. Murphy. K.C., M.P. 

He referred to the ‘contracts for Down- 
patrick Technical and Secondary School, the 
erection of which was entrusted to Messrs. 
W. Callaghan and Sons at a price of £7,870, 
the total price. including certain subsidiary 
contracts, amounting to £15,500, and ex- 
plained that Mr. Love was asked for an ex- 
planation for the excess expenditure and the 
authority under which it was incurred. 

Mr. Murphy said that a lengthy reply was 
received by the Committee, in the course of 
which Mr. Love explained that. owing to the 
depth that the foundations had to be taken, 
extra excavations costing £626 were meces- 
sary, an alteration involved £200, and other 
sums included equipment and incidental 
items, while work in connection with the 
gate lodge cost £351 more than was intended. 
In the original plan no provision was made 
for schoo} sheds or stores. 

Witness said that the alleged excess ex- 
penditure on Downpatrick School was £2,800, 
as sét. out in his report. 

Mr. Murphy said that it was only fair to 
state that the completed school was very 
different from that originally planned. 

Proceeding, counsel referred to the War- 
ringstown P.E. School, which was con- 
structed by Messrs, Hugh Little: and Co., 
Portadown, at a contract price of £4,178, the 
excess expenditure amounting to £1,151 Is.

District Justice, who presided at the 

Commission on Reform of Industrial 
Schools, which sat yesterday at the Board of 
Works Offices, said that Mr. James Dillon, 
T.D., had written to ask that his statement 
be taken at a later date. Mr. Dillon was now 
in America, 

Mrs. Marie ‘Lynch, Douglas road, Cork, 
Hon. Secretary, Child Welfare, Cork, said 
that she had visited the school at Greenmount 
and found it satisfactory. She thought that 
orphans should be boarded out up to ten 
years of age. There was a hope that foster 
parents would then adopt the children. As 
a rule honest labouring people were wont to 
take such children. She had seen a few cases 
of adoption without payment. The Child 
Welfare Organisation in Cork had never tried 
to get people to adopt orphans without pay- 
ment in the early stages. It was her ex- 
perience that « -phan children and children of 
unmarried parc.ts were treated when boarded 
out as members of the family. She did not 
know of any cases of discrimination. Children 
did not get individual treatment in the 
schools. Th. were kept well in a physical 
way, but the children lost the power of think- 
ing. Everything was so marked out that they 
just acted in herds. For older children the 
discipline of the institution was good. 


CHILD A COMMODITY 


Mr. O'Farrell asked if there was such an 
innate love of children in the Irish people why 
did the wealthy people not take them. Why 
must they send the deserted and orphened 
child to the poor. Was the child just a com- 
modity on which something was to be made. 

Mrs. Lynch said that. it had been done in 
other countries, but was not the custom here 
yet. The poor like their own children, and 
were always kind to others who came their 
way. 

Mrs. Lynch also said that the schools 
should not be scrapped. Children for whom 
homes could not be procured could be put in 
institutions. It would be better for their 
mental peace if Jame children and children in 
physical deformity were placed together. 

The. witness thought that the State should 
have complete control over the appointment 
of the managers of industrial schools and re- 
formatories. The Minister concerned should 
be able to remove such managers from. their 
positions on the receipt of an adverse report 
from an inspector. 


CRIME AND THE CINEMA 


The witness said that the. increase in 
juvenile crime in Northern Irelanti was 26 
ner cent. She attributed that to the in- 
fluence of the cinema. and said that cinema 
proprietors should forbid certain performances 
to children, and provide special Saturday per- 
formances for juvenile. It was dangerous to 
allow children to go to gangster, shooting or 
murder pictures. 

The Chairman said that there was a great 
deal in what the witness said, but it was not 
within their terms of reference. 

Mr. O'Farrell asked was there really an in- 
crease in crime. 

The Chairman said that there had been a 
marked decrease in the amount of juvenile 
crime in the metropolitan area. The amount 
of crime by boys had slightly increased. He 
agreed with Mrs. Lynch that the increase 
was largely due to the pictures. They had 
caused boys to form gangs. Every one of 
them must be careful to see that boys were 
not hauled into gangs, in which they would 
be dared to do certain things. The increase 
in petty theft with a view to getting money 
to go to the pictures was very largely on 
the increase. A gas meter in a tenement 
honse was not safe unless it was under lock 
and key. In his opinion, children should 
be only allowed into pictures that had been 
certified as fit by the film censor. About 
twenty years ago his brother started special 
children's performances at a picture house, 
but unfortunately the children did not care 
for that kind of picture show. 

Mr. O'Farrell recalled that some sixteen 
years ago there were some special children’s 
erformances, which drew enormous queues. 
Jnfortunately, the films shown were the 
wildest. of “ Wild West shows." 

On the motion of the Chairman, a vote of 
condolence was passed with the relatives of 
the late Dr. Mary O'Leary. The Commis- 
sion adjourned to this day fortnight.

LAWN TENNIS 
THE FILM BAN ON 
AMATEURS 


GREAT BRITAIN TO VOTE 
FOR REMOVAL 


——_e—_——_ 


Great Britain is to support a proposal to 
lift the ban on amateurs accepting money for 
the taking of action films of themselves. 

The Lawn Tennis Association held a council 
meeting in London yesterday, and decided te 
support a proposal which Czecho-Slovakia 1s 
to bring before the International Federation 
in March. The motion is ‘‘to delete from 
the international rules that section of Rule 23 
which prohibits amateur lawn tennis players 
from accepting money, or obtaining pecuniary 
advantage, by posing for or permitting the 
taking of lawn tennis action film pictures of 
themselves.”’ 

A circular letter from Czecho-Slovakia was 
before the meeting, and the Council agreed 
to endorse the action outlined, and to instruct 
their delegates at the Federation meeting to 
support the proposal. Under the Federation 
rules it will be necessary to hold an extra- 
ordinary am meeting to consider this pro- 
posal, and arrangements for this will be made 
probably at the March meeting. 

In the course of the circular letter it was 
stated that Czecho-Slovakia views with con- 
siderable apprehension the increasing ten- 
‘dency of leading players to abandon their 
amateur status in order to join the ranks of 
the professional players. The letter points
